At the last meeting of the Council there was a discussion 
of the methods of issuing the "Peace Medal" to be published by 
our Society upon the signing of the Treaty of Versailles. You 
will recall that a desire has been expressed that the sub- 
scription for this medal should be open to more than the meme 
berhsip of the Society. The Council feel that this is wise 
but have directed that the silver copies be restricted to our 
members. The discussion developed that the Couneil would be 
Quite willing to have our Seciety make arrangments with 
jewellers in the more important cities of the country to 
handle the sale of this medal on a commission basis which 
should be arranged and which should be agreeable to the Come 
mittee on the Publication of Medals. 


At the February meeting of the Council when this subject 
was introduced I was directed to call upon Bailey, Banke & 
Biddle of Philadelphia and find upon what basis they would 
consider such a proposition. Mr. Hood of that firm told me 
that he was of the opinion that most firms of standing would 
not consent to undertake the matter on a commission basis of 
less than 30%. Conference with other representative jevellers 
leads me to believe that we can sed@ure this commission to 25% 
if we perfect a plan whereby circulars will be furnished by 
us, and the medals can be mailed from New York rather than 
delivered by our agents. 


Do you therefore sanction my arranging this matter on a 
30% basis, (or better), with such representative firms such 
as Bailey, Banks & Biddle Company, A. Stowell of Boston; 
Tilden and Thurber of Providence, and others of like standing 
in Baltimore, Washington, Pittsburgh, Puffalo, Chicago,
